With a national debt of $2, ,000, 000,- 
‘000 upon which to pay interest and 
gradually liquidate, with millions. re- 
quired annually for pensions, with. 
other great. national obligations to 
carry, all the expenses of the public 
services to be met, and provision 
vmade for. great: national undertakings 
required in the development for ‘use 
of our natyral resources, the eight 
million people. of Canada have a task 
to perform which calls for the. best 
in every man and woman, and each 
man and each woman must do_ his 
and her share if Canada is to succeed 
and prosper. 

In a few weeks the people of Ca- 
nada. wilk be asked to subscribe to 
another. large domestic loan, a loan 
which is necessary to pay off the re-~ 
mainder of the Dominion’s war bills 
and to enable the: national govern- 
ment to carry. on the business of the 
country in these still unsettled times. 
It will probably be the last of ipese 
war loans, because Canada cannot go 
on borrowing indefinitely. The time 
is fast approaching when, not-by way 
of loans to the Government, but in 
the payment of taxes the people of 
Canada will have to meet all national 
expenses, as well as provide a cer- 

tain amount annually wherewith to 
reduce the national debt. +

Canada Has Great Lead on ° United 
Kingdom $ 

Ottawa.—“In respect to the indus- 
trial 
Canada is far ahead of the United

T. A. Stevenson, who is attached to
